General Order No. 10 

The Milk Board orders that:— 

1. Section 15 of General Order No. 5 
is repealed, and the following is sub- 
stituted :— 

“15. Qualifying milk shall be classified 
at the premises of the vendor where it is 
received from the producer on the basis 
of utilization as follows:— 

“(1) (a) Class I milk shall be all 
qualifying milk to be utilized by a vendor 
for sale in fresh fluid form to:— 

“(i) Wholesale or retail customers in 

any part of the Province: 

“(i) Other vendors in any part of the 

Province. 

“(b) For the manufacture of concen- 
trated fresh fluid milk. 

“(2) Class Il milk shall be qualifying 
milk sold in the Province to a vendor 
and surplus to his fluid sales requirements 
and utilized in the Province for the manu- 
facture of canned evaporated milk: 


*(3) Class III milk, in the Vancouver 
and the Vancouver Island areas of pro- 
duction, shall be all qualifying milk sold 
in the Province to a vendor and surplus 
to his fluid requirements and utilized in 
the Province for any purpose other than 
those set forth in subsections (1) and (2) 
of this section. 

“(4) Class HI milk, in the Kamloops- 
Okanagan area of production, shall be all 
qualifying milk sold in the Province to a 
vendor and surplus to his fluid require- 
ments and utilized for the manufacture of 
ice-cream and (or) cottage cheese. 


“(5) Class II1A milk, in the Kamloops- 
Okanagan area of production, shall be all 
qualifying milk sold in the Province to a 
vendor and surplus to his fluid require- 
ments and utilized in the Province for the 
manufacture of Cheddar cheese. 


“(6) Class IIIs milk, in the Kamloops- 
Okanagan area of production, shall be all 
qualifying milk sold in the Province to a 

‘vendor and surplus to his fluid require- 
ments and utilized in the Province for 
any purpose other than those set forth in 
subsections (1), (2), (4), and (5) of 
this section.” 

2. Section 16 of General Order No. 5 
is amended by adding the following as 
clause (c) of subsection (1) :— 


“(1) (c) For Class I milk of 4.0 per 
cent butter-fat content received in the 
Kamloops-Okanagan area of production, 
the minimum accounting value each 
month shall be the value computed under

6. Section 17 of General Order No. 5 
is amended by striking out subsection (c),

“(c) For Class Ill, Class Ila, and 
Class Ills milk, by multiplying 
the simple average daily car-lot 
price of Ist Grade creamery 
butter per pound Vancouver or 
Vernon, in the respective areas 
of production, by .1.” 

7. Section 29 of General Order No. 5 
is amended by inserting the following as 
clauses (iv) and (v) of subsection (a) :— 

“(iv) The minimum accounting 
value of Class IIIA milk in the 
Kamloops-Okanagan area of pro- 
duction pursuant to section 16 (4), 
and the Class IIA butter-fat dif- 
ferential pursuant to section 17 
(c), both to be applicable to the 
preceding month: 

“(v) The minimum accounting

8. In the computation of the total 
value of qualifying milk provided for in 
section 18 of General Order No. 5, the 
following shall be inserted as clause 
(bbb) of section 18:— 


“(bbb) Deduct the total cost (as de- 
termined by the Board) of 
handling charges on all trans- 
fers of qualifying milk referred 
to in section 1 of General 
Order No. 7, less an amount 
calculated at the rate of 5 
cents a hundredweight in cases 
where such milk is transferred 
in cans and at the rate of 15 
cents a hundredweight in cases 
where it is transferred by tank- 
trucks, which rates shall be 
paid by receiving vendors to 
the transferring vendors; pro- 
vided that in no case shall such 
deduction apply to any quali- 
fying milk which would bring 
the receiving vendor’s total re- 
ceipts of qualifying milk to 
more than 110 per cent of his 
Class I requirements.”

10. Subsections (a) and (6) of section

and the following is substituted :— 

“(a) The quantity of qualifying milk 
which a licensed producer in an 
area of production shall be en- 
titled to supply in an area of pro- 
duction shall be determined by a 
daily quota allotted to that pro- 
ducer by the Board as follows:— 
_“(i) The daily quota of each 
licensed producer whose qualify- 
ing milk was received during the 
four months of each calendar 
year in which the daily average 
volume of receipts of qualifying 
milk in an area of production are 
the lowest during that year shall 
be computed by dividing such 
producer’s total pounds of milk 
delivered in such four months by 
the number of days in such 
months. The daily quota so 
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computed, which shall be recom- 
puted each year, shall become 
effective on the Ist day of March 
next following and shall remain 
in effect to the end of the month 
of February of the next proceed- 
ing year, unless suspended or re- 
voked under this Order: 

“(i) An unlicensed producer, 
who has complied with all the 
regulations under the Act re- 
specting the supplying of qualify- 
ing milk prior to September Ist 
in any year, may apply to the 
Board for a daily quota to be 
allotted on the Ist day of March 
next following; provided that 
such producer has shipped to a 
vendor on not less than ninety- 
two (92) days during the months 
of September, October, Novem- 
ber, and December, inclusive, in 
the year such application is 
made: 


For the purposes of clauses (i) 
and (ii) of subsection (a) of 
this section, a producer whose 
daily supply of milk to a vendor 
is in the ordinary course de- 
livered at regular intervals ex- 
ceeding one day shall be deemed 
to have qualified for a daily 
quota if such deliveries are made 
regularly during the said four- 
month period.” 

11. Section 21 of General Order No. 5 
is further amended by adding as subsec- 
tion (i) the following:— 

“(7) (i) A licensed producer may 
transfer his shipments of qualify- 
ing milk and his daily quota 
from one vendor to another upon 
written application to the Board 
not less than forty-five (45) days 
before the date that such trans- 
fer is to be effected; provided 
that in no case shall the approval 
of any such application super- 
sede any term or condition of 
any contract, to which such pro- 
ducer is a party, requiring a 
period longer than forty-five (45) 
days to terminate such contract:

Regulations Governing Installation of 
Television Equipment on Overhead 
Electric Lines 


1. The following regulations are in- 
tended to establish minimum safety re- 
quirements for the installation of tele- 
vision distribution-cables, amplifiers, and 
associated equipment on overhead electric 
lines carrying circuits of which the volt- 
age between any two conductors exceeds 
two hundred and fifty (250) volts. 


2. No installation shall be commenced 
until a formal permit in writing therefor 
has been issued by the Inspector of Elec- 
trical Energy, and no connection shall be 
made to any subscriber’s premises until 
the installation has been inspected and 
approved. Each application for permit 
shall be accompanied by plans in tripli- 
cate showing electrical characteristics and 
physical arrangement on the poles of 
existing circuits, location and method of 
mounting cables and equipment, and com- 
plete details of proposed protective equip- 
ment. For the purpose of this regulation, 
an installation shall include the distribu- 
tion-cables, amplifiers, and associated 
equipment, but, excepting as provided in 
Regulation No. 7 hereunder, shall not 
include connections to consumers’ prem- 
ises. 


3. No television equipment shall be in- 
stalled on any poles carrying power cir- 
cuits of which the voltage between phase- 
conductors exceeds fifteen thousand 
(15,000) volts. 


4. Before issuing a permit to install 
television equipment on any overhead 
electric line carrying power circuits, the 
Inspector may at his discretion require 
the power authority to submit such circuit 
diagrams and information pertaining to 
ground-fault protection as may be neces- 
sary to ensure that accidental contact 
between any phase-conductor and any 
portion of the television installation will 
de-energize the circuit. In the event of 
such contact, the power authority will be 
permitted to reclose the circuit three 
times, but if the fault condition still 
exists after the third such reclosure, the 
circuit shall remain de-energized until the 
fault has been located and eliminated. 
The messenger-cable of the television 
system shall be capable of carrying suffi- 
cient fault current to open the power- 
circuit protective device. 


5. On overhead electric lines carrying 
star-connected power circuits, the neutral 
conductor shall be connected, either 
solidly or through a suitable fault-cur- 
rent-limiting device, to the neutral point 
of the generator or transformer bank 
supplying the circuit, and shall be con- 
tinuous throughout the length of the tele- 
vision installation. Where such neutral 
conductor is used as a common neutral 
for both primary and secondary circuits, 
it shall be grounded to approved ground 
electrodes at each end of the television 
cable, at each amplifier, and in any case 
at intervals throughout its length of not 
over one-quarter (14) mile. The over-all 
ground resistance of the system shall not 
exceed ten (10) ohms. 

6. Every television distribution-cable 
shall be carried throughout its length by 
a steel messenger-cable having a diameter 
of not less than one-quarter (1%) inch, 
with a tensile strength suitable for the 
spans involved. The messenger shall be 
grounded to approved ground electrodes 
at each end and at each amplifier, and in 
any case at intervals of not more than 
one-quarter (4%) mile throughout its 
length. The over-all ground resistance of 
the system shall not exceed ten (10) ohms. 
On lines carrying star-connected power 
circuits with common grounded neutral, 
grounding shall be carried out by bonding 
the messenger electrically to the neutral 
conductor at each point where such 
neutral conductor is grounded in accor- 
dance with Regulation No. 5 of these 
regulations. In any case the over-all 
ground resistance of the system shall not 
exceed ten (10) ohms. 

7. At each subscriber’s service, the ser- 
vice-cable shall be supported throughout 
its length between the service-pole and 
the building on a suitable messenger- 
cable. This branch cable shall be elec- 
trically bonded to the main messenger- 
cable. 

8. Each set of amplifying equipment 
shall be installed in an approved weather- 
proof metal enclosure which shall be 
securely mounted on a standard cross-arm 
in such location as will not impair the 
climbing-space. The power-supply to the 
amplifier equipment shall comply with the 
regulations contained in the Canadian 
Electrical Code, Part I, as adopted for 
use in British Columbia. The neutral 
service conductor and all metal non-cur- 
rent-carrying parts of the service and 
television equipment shall be electrically 
bonded to the television messenger-cable.

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shali furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten day of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days be- 
fore the opening of the Session:— 


(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 


(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 


the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses 
of the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special] 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be ap- 
pended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act is 
proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same.
